TALKING  HEADS 


GRAHAM  PARKER 


Invariably  as  the  decade  of  1970  draws  to  a  close, 
writers  attempt  to  label  the  past  ten  years  under  one 
all  -  descriptive  idea.  This  past  decade  has  been 
called  everything  from  the  decade  of  dullness  to  a 
decade  of  decadance  which  only  shows  that  this 
decade  was  one  of  diversity. 
The  70's  were  born  out  of  a  tulmultous  time  in  the 
late  sixties.  The  music  of  the  sixties  reached  its  peak 
by  1969  at  Woodstock.  By  1971  many  of  the  musical 
leaders  of  the  sixties  had  either  been  dismantled, 
disappeared  or  had  died.  This  left  a  great  many 
people  without  a  musical  style  to  follow  or  a  hero  to 
believe  in.  All  of  this  brought  on  the  many  fusions  or 
experimental  cross  breeding 
of  musical  styles.  These 
combinations  showed 
themselves  in  the  trends  and 
fads  that  dominated  the 
music  business  for  the  entire 
decade.  These  fads  were 
generally  labeled  by  the 
classifications  they  fell  under 
such  as  Classical  -Rock, 
Country  -  Blues,  and  many, 
many  others.  However  none 
of  these  trends  really  took 
hold  on  the  music  market 
until  the  late  seventies  when 
the  disco  or  dance  music 
got  a  serious  hold  on  the 
major  market  which  it  held 
almost  to  the  end  of  the 
decade. 


THE  RAMONES 
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There  was  only  one  trend  born  late  In  the 
seventies  to  gain  a  firm  social  acceptance  and 
become  financially  worthwhile.  This  trend  is 
composed  of  elements  of  the  punk  rock  fad. 
the  dancability  of  disco  and  with  a  heavy 
dependence  on  sixties  rock.  Apparently  we  had 
come  full  circle  in  this  return  to  the  style  of  the 
sixties.  However,  even  though  this  new  fad  or 
new  wave  of  music  has  its  ties  with  the  sixties  it 
Is  lyrically  more  satirical,  pessimistic  and  angry 
than  any  of  its  elements.  This  "trend"  is  the 
only  one  which  holds  some  hope  for  the 
eighties. 

This  trend  of  new  wave  has  added  more 
worthwhile,  controversial,  and  strange  and 
accomplished  individuals  than  any  other  fad.  A 
look  at  those  on  the  crest  of  the  wave  reveals 
the  Talking  Heads,  the  embodiment  of  the  new 
wave  group,  the  Knack  whose  Beatleish 
presentation  of  themselves  caused  quite  a  stir, 
also  there  is  Deborah  Harry,  Blondie's  lead 
vocalist  and  new  waves'  cover  girl.  Leading  the 
strange  faction  are  the  B52's  followed  by  the 
rebellious  Ramones.  and  Graham  Parker  who 
grabbed  the  critics  album  of  the  year  in  1979. 
Then  there  is  those  like  Nick  Lowe  who  is 
en|oying  a  triple  career  as  a  solo  act,  a  member 
of  the  group  Rockpile,  and  as  a  producer. 

As  the  decade  progressed  and  the  music 
field  diversified  and  inflation  rose  a  major 
problem  arose  for  the  music  business.  People 
weren't  buying  as  many  records  or  going  to  as 
many  concerts.  There  were  many  solutions  tried 
for  this  problems'  solution.  Record  companies 
used  new  and  existing  technology  to  produce 
"gimmick"  albums  hoping  more  people  would 


buy  them.  The  most  widespread  attempts  were 
the  colored  vinyl  discs  in  most  any  hue,  picture 
discs  with  some  design  or  picture  printed  in  the 
album,  other  tricks  included  adding  an 
additional  seven  inch  disc  in  with  the  album 
(these  extra  discs  were  called  EP's  meaning 
extended  play)  or  having  one  song  on  a  twelve 
inch  45  rpm  disc  or  having  the  album  on  two 
ten  inch  discs.  The  peak  of  this  trend  was 
reached  when  a  heart  shaped  disc  was  made  in 
red  vinyl. 

Over  all  though  the  generation  of  the 
seventies  did  not  forget  their  old  favorties  even 
though  their  roots  were  in  the  sixties.  Led 
Zeppelin  typifies  this  type  of  group  who  though 
basically  a  sixties  child  managed  to  set  many 
records  as  well  as  standards  throughout  the 
seventies.  Other  such  persons  would  be  the 
likes  of  the  Rolling  Stones,  the  Who  or  Paul 
McCartney  who  all  in  their  own  ways  set 
standards  that  may  not  ever  again  be  met  and 
reached  heights  that  they  brought  a  whole 
decade  up  to  possible  never  to  be  reached 
again. 

Was  the  seventies  a  decade  of  dullness  or 
decadence?  Maybe  in  some  individuals  minds 
but  not  in  the  annals  of  music  histnrv 
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JIMMY  BUFFETT  -  A  man  who  rose  above  the  low  concert  attendance  and  low  record  sales  problems  with  a  sold  out  tour  and  a  multi  -  platinum  album.
